CIA Blamed 
In Break-In 
By Sturgis 


DALLAS (UPI) - W atergate 
burglar Frank Sturgis says the 
Central Intelligence Agency planned 
and carried out the break-in at 
Democratic National Headquarters in 
an effort to frame Richard Nixon. 
In an interview filmed by WFAA-TV 
and broadcast Wednesday, Sturgis 
said the CIA wanted to get rid of Nixon 
because he was too interested in the 
assassination of President John 
Kennedy. 
“Several times the President asked 
(then CIA director) Richard Helms 
for 
the 
file 
on 
the 
Kennedy 
assassination but Helms refused to 
give it to him; refused a direct order 
from the President,” Sturgis said. 
“ I believe Nixon would have un­ 
covered 
the 
true 
facts 
in 
the 
assassination of President Kennedy 
and that would have taken off the heat 
in Watergate. Because Nixon wanted 
files, the CIA felt they had to get rid of 
him.” 
Sturgis also was asked if Nixon ever 
was in danger. 
“Yes, absolutely,” Sturgis said. 
“ Nixon was lucky he wasn’t killed — 
assassinated like President Ken­ 
nedy.” 
In the interview filmed in Miami 
Sturgis said he felt Nixon may have 
been close to shedding new light on the 
Kennedy assassination, which was 
why he wanted the file. 
Sturgis said he believed “Deep 
Throat” — a major source for 
Washington Post reporters Carl 
Bernstein and Bob Woodward — was 
Robert Bennett, a partner in a CIA- 
front public 
relations 
firm 
in 
Washington. 
Bennett, a son of former Sen. 
Wallace Bennett, R-Utah, is employed 
by the Summa Corp., part of the 
empire of the late Howard Hughes. 
Hughes was a major client of Mullen 
Corp., Bennett’s old firm. 
Sturgis said Bennett — on orders 
from Helms — was fed information by 
Alexander Haig, Nixon’s chief of 
staff; Alexander Butterfield, who 
disclosed the existence of Nixon’s 
taping system; and Watergate con­ 
spirator Howard Hunt.

Rust stains on bedspread

Blood Veins

Hospital patients who cringe 
at the sight of needles may 
no longer have to squirm 
while a nurse pokes around 
to find a suitable vein for an 
injection or blood test 
An Arlington Heights, 111., 
firm has developed an easy 
way to identify blood veins 
using the same substance 
found in stylish mood rings. 
The product, called Vena- 
Vue. is available in half of 
the hospitals in the United 
States and could soon be 
administered as part of the 
standard service. 
It works like this: 
A doctor or nurse places 
an icepack over the patient’s 
arm for a few moments to 
cool the skin. In that way the 
paste-like Vena-Vue can 
more readily detect the heat 
radiating from the patient’s 
veins. 
After the cold pack is 
removed, a small amount of 
Vena-Vue is rubbed in a thin 
layer over the area chosen 
for the injection. 
Within seconds, a spec­ 
trum of colors begins to 
appear over the largest and 
most 
accessible 
veins, 
changing from red to green 
to blue and finally, to violet, 
as the skin temperatures 
over the veins rise. 
The nurse then marks the 
location of the veins on the 
skin by applying slight 
pressure with a plastic stick. 
She wipes away the paste 
and adm inisters the in­ 
jection. 
“ It gives the technician a 
more precise idea where the 
veins 
a re ,” 
said 
Fred 
Suzuki, president of Liquid 
Crystal Products, Inc., and a 
biochemist who developed 
the product along with 
p h ys io lo g is t 
Thom as 
Davison. 
“ The Vena-Vue locates for 
us the greatest flow of blood 
— especially if you can’t see 
the veins,” he said. 
“ We’ve never given much 
consideration to the patient’s 
anxiety for being stuck and 
the nurse having to probe 
around. 
“ The patients love it. Psy­ 
chologically, it gives them 
reassurance.” 
Suzuki noted that the 
substance, a m ixture of 
cholesterol 
esters 
and 
permanent Federal Drug 
Adm inistration-approved 
dyes, reveals that the best 
vein for an injection often is 
not one which can be seen 
through the skin 
But the product is most 
helpful for emergency room 
patients 
who 
need 
im ­ 
mediate 
on-target 
in­ 
jections; 
intensive care 
patients 
who 
become 
dehydrated, 
making 
it 
difficult 
to 
identify their 
veins; 
patients who need 
intravenous feeding; and 
persons whose veins are not 
obvious to the eye. 
Scientific 
Products, 
a 
division of the American 
Hospital Supply Corp., which 
is distributing Vena Vue, 
recently estimated that 700 
million blood samples are 
drawn each year in the 
United States, and in 15 to 20 
per cent of the cases the 
nurse or doctor encounters 
“ some degree of difficulty,” 
Suzuki said. 
One application of Vena- 
Vue costs the patient about 
25 cents, he said, and most 
hospitals which are using it 
have made it part of the 
standard service.
